A Clique of Foreign Banker* O»pr*ialng 


th*, Trice of Bullion. 
San Francisco Examiner. 


Tbe recant decline in silver bas been 


noted in all the financial statements. With 
in less than two week* the price of silver 
has sunk to 37% p«nee per onnoe in London 
and 82% cent* in New York, tbe lowest 
price touched since history began. This 
tea nilsfoitnne to the United States. At 
such a rate the larger part of the mines of 
this country must shot down, and tbe silver 
in the possession of the United States Gov- 
ernment, tbe largest holder of silver in the 
world, represents a loss on the bnjirg price 
of some $40,000,000. 


The cause of the decline baa been a mys- 


tery. There has been nothing in the eitna- 
ation to justify it. There has been ne in- 
crease |in tbe production of silver. There 
has been no large stock dumped on the 
market from any quarter. Oo the contrary, 
the amount of the silver surplus is smaller 
to-day than in several years. The produc- 
tion above tbe demands for use in the arts 
bas not been equal to the purchases of the 
United States Treasury. Yet tbe decline 
bas been the most evident fact of the finan- 
cial market. 


The well-known financial journal, United 


States Investor, at band, offers a plausible 
explanation of the phenomenon. "The 
daily quotations on the other side," it says, 
in referring to the London market, "are 
the result of an agreement between a clique 
of bankers who are short of India and 
China exchange." 
Furthermore, it ex- 


plains: 


"This London clique of foreign bankers 


are leagued together for offensive and de- 
fensive purposes. They have their branch 
banks and correspondents in every city of 
nota in tbe world. They are the principal, 
and commonly tbe only, dealers in Boutb 
and Central American exchanges and all 
commercial bills sold by 
exporters in 


Oriental and all other countries on a silver 
basis. Snob bills are generally sold on 
thirty, sixty, ninety days', four months' 
and six months' time, and are drawn on 
English and European importers, as well 
those of the United States, who, when they 
receive good* from Asiatic and other silver 
basis countries, reosive drafts upon them 
accompanied by bills of lading obtained 
when the shipments were made. These 
drafts come through tbe bankers alluded to, 
who, as a rule, bought them outright from 
the silver basis country shipper. 
Tbe 


banker borrows the necessary silver to pa; 
for sneb drafts to tbis shipper, and besides 
all the profit he can squeeze out of the 
business in a so-called legitimate way, 
which in Itself is generally a most scandal- 
ous matter. Acceding te the reports of our 
Consular Department, be—the banker—at 
once becomes a bear on silver and does all 
he can to break down the price on the Lon- 
don exchange, because every cent decline 
in the price of silver between the time he 
borrowed the silver to pay the maker of 
such draft, and the maturity of such draft, 
is net profit to tbe banker. -When it is re- 
membered that tbis foreign exchange busi- 
ness foots up in the hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of millions, the profit of tbia clique 
of bankers may be guessed at by noting tbe 
d:ffertno» in the price of silver and wbat it 
was quoted at in the Fall of 1890. Nor is 
this ttie whole story, for this clique have 
their reasons for wishing to get rid of all 
future possibilities of European nations 
and this country ever again using silver at 
its old ratio. This point, however, for an- 
other occasion. This clique, having de- 
termined to bear the silver quotations, do 
not find the slightest difficulty, as they are 
the^sole^bidders (or the least quantity offered 
for sale." 


The power of the bankers' clique is un- 


doubted, s,nd us there is nothing in nature 
or QIC course of events to account for tbe 
position of silver in the markets the explan- 
ation is not Improbable. 


The coming monetary conference la 


doubtless another reuaon for keeping the 
price of silver at a low point. The deeper 
ate goldbugs are convinced that they munt 
discredit the white metal still further if the 
powers are to be kept from restoring it to 
its true place in the finances of the world.

The value of lime water about the 


hous«.in the suarmer can ccarcelybe 
overestiJaated. To prepare it ia an easy 
matter, aa«il that is necessary is to put 
a layer of unslaked lime in a wide 
mouthed jar and till it with cold vrater. 
There is no danger of using too much 
lime, as the water will only take up so 
much, however much is put in. It 
takes only a few hoars for the water to 
take up all the lime that is possible. 
After it has etood say five hours the wa- 
ter may l>e drained off and more wa- 
ter added until the lime is all absorbed. 


Acidity of the stomach is corrected by 


adding a little lime water to the drink- 
ing water. A teaspoonf ul of lime water 
added to a glass of milk corrects the 
tendency which milk has to coagulate 
in the stomach, forming a hard, indi- 
gestible mass. For this reason it should 
be added to the milk fed the little 
children, and nursing bottles should be 
rinsed with it. As a mild disinfectant 
there is nothing safer or better.
